1. General Plan Update; Planning Commission recommendation on Draft Text, 

Land Use Maps, Road Network, Community Plans, Implementation Plan 
and Conservation Subdivision Program (Muto) 

 
The General Plan Update is a comprehensive update of the San Diego County 
General Plan, establishing the future growth and development patterns and 
policies for the unincorporated areas of the County.  The General Plan Update 
would improve land use and protect the environment better than the current 
1980’s era General Plan, partly by shifting 20 percent of the project growth to 
western unincorporated communities with established infrastructure.  The 
proposed plan would also balance growth with the needs to control traffic 
congestion, protect the environment and ease the strain on essential services 
such as water and fire protection. 
 
The purpose of this hearing is to receive recommendations from the Planning 
Commission regarding the draft General Plan text, land use maps, Mobility 
Element road network, draft community plans, draft Implementation Plan and 
Conservation Subdivision Program.
